Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on 6/18/04, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Claims 4, 5, 7, and 8 have been amended. 
Claims 1-3 and 6 have been canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 4-5, 7, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claims 4,5, 7, and 8 recite the limitation "a maximum profile line formed in the 
vicinity of the wide open end" or "a maximum profile line formed in the vicinity of the 
upper end". 

It is unclear what is meant by "formed in the vicinity". This could be interpreted 
as anywhere near the large end of the CRT. Therefore, the maximum profile line is not 
clear and should be defined in terms of an axis. There are three potential axis directions: 
x, y, and z. For the purpose of examination, it is assumed that the axial direction is the z- 
axis, which would be the tube axis. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 4, 5, 7, and 8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Regarding claim 4, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 4, and specifically 
comprising the limitation that the reference surface of the positioning reference portion is 
formed inside the maximum profile line. 

Regarding claim 5, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 5, and specifically 
comprising the limitation that the reference surface of the positioning reference portion is 
formed inside the maximum profile line. 

Regarding claim 7, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 7, and specifically 
comprising the limitation that the position reference portion is formed not to project its 
upper end edge from the outer wall surface. 

Regarding claim 8, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 8, and specifically 
comprising the limitation that a CRT funnel has positioning reference portions that are 
formed inside the maximum profile line when viewed from the axial direction.
